Edmontonians worked to get 
Omar Khadr out of jail — now 
they’re working to get him on 
two wheels. 

One day after he was released 
on bail into the custody of his 
lawyer’s home after 13 years in 
jail, Khadr made a request that 
his lawyer’s wife shared with 
Edmonton. 

“He wants to go for a bike 
ride,” said Patricia Edney, the 
wife of Dennis Edney, who has 
represented Khadr for several 
years. 

Alan Schietzfch is one cyclist 


who is heeding the call. He wants 
to get Khadr a bicycle, and if bail 
conditions allow, take him for a 
ride in the River Valley. 

“Whether we’re rehabilitating 
a good person or rehabilitating 
a bad person, it’s rehabilitation; 
integrating someone in society 
who is now part of our society... 
so why not reach out a friendly 
hand?” said Schietzfch. 

Schietzfch has reached out to 
the Edneys to get a response on 
Khadr’s bike needs. The Edmon¬ 
ton Bicycle Commuters’ Society is 
also offering to equip him with a 
bike, but Schietzfch has heard no 
response. Khadr’s lawyer also did 
not respond to Metro’s requests 
for information before press time. 

Toronto-born Khadr was con¬ 
victed of war crimes, including 
throwing a grenade when he 
was 15 years old that killed U.S. 
Army Sgt. 1st Class Christopher 
Speer in Afghanistan, during a 
2002 ftrefight. 

After his release Thursday, 
Khadr asked Canadians to give 
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I will prove to them 
that I'm more than 
what they thought 
of me. I'll prove 
to them that I'm a 
good person.

him a chance to show he’s worthy 
of their trust. 

It’s something Schietzfch can 
get behind by using biking as 
a way to transition the former 
Guantanamo Bay prisoner into 
life in Edmonton. 

“It’s a perfect opportunity to 
showcase the River Valley, to 
show some places that may be 
therapeutic, enjoyable and re¬ 
turn (him) to a normal life that 
we all take for advantage,” said 
Schietzfch.

There are no fewer than 40 
off-leash dog parks in Edmon¬ 
ton, and on Monday night 
people sounded off at a pub¬ 
lic meeting to examine new 
guidelines for the spaces. Be¬ 
fore the meeting, Metro spoke 
with two groups involved to 
hear what they would like to 
see in a new policy. 


DOG OWNERS 

1. Safety: Marcia Stewart, a 
local off-leash-parlc advocate 
from west Edmonton, said 
safety for animals and users 
needs to be top priority. 

But how safety is ensured 
in each park should be dif¬ 
ferent, she said. 

For instance, while Grand 
Trunk Park may require a 
fence to protect animals from 
running across two busy 
streets, that doesn’t mean 
each park should have a 
fence. “Every (park) should be 
treated differently depending 
on the circumstance. They’re 
all very different and they 
have different users.” 

2. Keep it natural: Stew¬ 
art said she’d also like to see 
minimal infrastructure built 


in the parks; she’d like to see 
the areas stay as natural as 
possible. “I don’t think (the 
city) knows the value of na¬ 
ture to people.” 

3. Make it active: Forget 
about building viewpoints 
and random seating areas — 
keep the parks active, Stew¬ 
art said. “That’s what people 
want. People are getting the 
exercise with their dogs ... 
(The parks are) not just for 
the dogs, (they’re) for the 
people, too.” 

CYCLISTS 

1. Improved reporting 
standards: Chris Nelson 
uses off-leash parks both as 
a dog owner and a cyclist. 
Last November, Nelson was 
bitten three times by a dog 


in an off-leash park while on 
his bike. He said he wants 
the city to adopt new policy 
to protect park users. 

Nelson said he struggled 
with reporting the incident 
because of how the city files 
complaints. “The reporting 
standards are pretty much 
way worse than anywhere 
else (I researched),” he said. 

2. Develop area strictly for 
off-leash animals: “Edmon¬ 
ton is one of the very few 
places, as far as I know, that 
has absolutely zero fenced off- 
leash parks,” said Nelson. By 
adding certain training areas, 
it could help dog owners with 
young or inexperienced ani¬ 
mals get used to the idea of 
being at an off-leash area.

As some question the quali¬ 
fications of Alberta’s newest 
and youngest MLAs, advo¬ 
cates for youth participation 
in politics say the crop has 
the potential to shake up the 
legislature. 

Jeff Chase, the civic chair 
with Edmonton’s Next Gen 
Committee, said he’s excited 
about the handful of young 
MLAs elected last week. 

“It says something quite 
significant that Albertans 
have voted for these people. 
It says something about the 
perspective we’re willing to 
have,” he said. 

The youngest MLA in the 
new Alberta legislature will 
be 20-year-old Thomas Dang 
from Edmonton-Southwest. 
But several other new MLAs in 
the legislature will be under 
30. Indeed, the average age 
of an MLA has tumbled to 40. 

Chase said age shouldn’t be 
a determining factor for suc¬ 
cess, noting that city council 
has young faces around its 
table. “There is a lot of really 
successful young people in 
government — you can look 
as close as our mayor or some 
of our councillors.” 

Jane Hilderman, with the 
non-partisan group Samara 
Canada, said it’s important 
that a healthy democracy 
looks like the people that it 


represents. 

Nationally, youth aged 18-30 
make up 17 per cent of the 
country’s population,” Hilder¬ 
man said. “But they only make 
up five per cent of the House 
of Commons today.” 

Hilderman said the wave 
of young NDP MPs in Quebec 


after the last federal election 
was surprising, but with an¬ 
other federal election on the 
horizon, they’ve all proven 
themselves. 

“Most of them are running 
for their seats again and they 
have a very good chance of 
winning, because they’ve dem¬ 


onstrated they can do the job.” 

Hilderman said Samara has 
research that shows young 
people are more likely to vote 
if someone from their age 
group is pushing them to the 
polls. She said she hopes the 
message comes through the 
new MLAs as well. 
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It says something 
about the 
perspective we're 
willing to have.

FENTANYL 

Province working hard to deal with overdoses 



The province is working “flat- 
out” to get an overdose preven¬ 
tion program up and running 
as the rate of fentanyl-overdose 
deaths continues to rise. 

The province’s chief medical 
examiner has determined that 
fentanyl, an opioid painkiller, 
was a factor in 50 deaths in just 
the first two months of 2015. 

The drug claimed 120 lives 
in 2014, but just four years ago 
only six people died of similar 
overdoses. 

Police have associated the

OxyContin, and just last month, 
Edmonton Police seized $40,000 
worth of fentanyl during a raid. 

Just before the provincial elec¬ 
tion, the government announced 
plans to spend $300,000 on a 
naloxone program. Naloxone 
is a drug that can be injected 
into a person experiencing an 
opioid overdose which mitigates 
the effect of the drug and can 
save lives. 

Alberta Health spokeswoman 
Carolyn Ziegler said the rising 
number of deaths is another 
indicator the program is needed 
and that they’re doing the best 


the can to get it going. 

“It’s a concern over 2014 and 
into 2015 and that’s why they’re 
working so hard to get it off the 
ground,” he said. “They’re work¬ 
ing flat-out. There hasn’t been 
issues or delays.” 

Ziegler said they hope to have 
a program helping people within 
a few weeks. 

Edmonton’s StreetWorlcs pro¬ 
gram has been running a nalox¬ 
one program for almost a decade 
and the Blood Tribe in southern 
Alberta recently launched a pro¬ 
gram in response to a wave of

Hours after being named the 
interim leader of Alberta’s bat¬ 
tered Progressive Conservative 
Party, Calgary-Hays MLA Ric 
Mclver pledged he and a heav¬ 
ily reduced contingent of legis¬ 
lature colleagues will work to 
“protect” the province from 
“bad things happening.” 

Mclver’s appointment comes 
less than a week after previ¬ 
ous leader Jim Prentice bowed 
out with his party on its way 
to a crushing defeat. All told, 
the PCs will now have just 10 
— possibly 11 — seats in the 
legislature and will form the 
third party. 

But Mclver was adamant 
there’s still a place for the party 
that ruled the province for more 
than four decades. He said con¬ 
stituents he’s spoken to fear 
the new NDP government will 
take aim at the energy industry 
and disrupt a “competitive tax 
regime” that currently exists in 
the province. 

“People are afraid,” Mclver 
told reporters. “Everyone wants 
to support their family, their 
children, their grandchildren 
and some are afraid that’s go¬ 
ing to be more difficult now.” 

He wouldn’t speculate on 
whether he would seek to be¬ 
come the party’s official leader 
down the road. Mclver also side¬ 
stepped questions about Pren¬ 
tice’s speedy exit, one that he 
announced while some of the 
votes in his Calgary-Foothills 
constituency were still being 
counted. 

Prentice did win the riding, 
meaning his departure will now 
force a third election in Foot¬ 
hills in less than a year’s time. 

Mclver faced repeated ques¬ 
tions about the surprise exit, 
but he said most could only 
be answered by the outgoing 
leader. 

“Albertans can have their 
opinion, but I can tell you his 
goal, his intention, in my opin¬ 
ion, is to have Alberta be the 
best it can be going forward,” 
Mclver said. “As is mine, as is 
every member of our caucus.”

Yoga market 
set to change

Many studios 
shutting down 
due to financial 
difficulties 


If Edmonton’s yoga studio mar¬ 
ket continues what appears to 
be a trend toward saturation, 
the downward dog could soon 
be on a downward trend, accord¬ 
ing to some local yoga teachers. 

Edmonton is said to have the 
most yoga centres per capita in 
North America: at last count, 
there were 65 yoga studios in 
the city, says Brad Ferguson 
with Edmonton Economic De¬ 
velopment Corporation (EEDC) 
— though, there are no official 
stats to back up the claim. Still, 
for those in the business, Ed¬ 
monton’s yoga market is one 
of the most saturated they’ve 
seen. 

“The thing about Edmonton, 
in general, it’s an interesting 
economy and (a) city growing 
pretty rapidly,” said Caren Hui, 
owner of Yogalife Studios, which 
has two locations in Edmonton. 

But that has proven a bit of 
a curse for some, Hui said. “For 
yoga studios, a lot have popped 
up and a lot have closed down.” 

Neither Statistics Canada nor 
other sources have data with 
which to compare Edmonton’s 
yoga studio market. But, anec¬ 
dotally, some studio owners con¬ 
firm the number of studios in 
Edmonton is becoming an issue. 

Cash flow, or a lack of it, is 
often the reason yoga studios 
shutting down. 

But why so many studios? 
Owners point the finger at an

over-supply of training. 

“Most studios offer teacher 
training as an additional form 
of income,” says Rene Johnson 
with Shanti Yoga, located down¬ 
town. 

That creates a knock-on ef¬ 
fect, creating a lot of instructors 
who then want to open their 
own studio, she said. 

But why does Edmonton have 
a sizable yoga culture? 

It’s something that EEDC is 
digging into, with staff currently 
counting the number of studios 
and what makes the city so spe¬ 
cial for yogis. 

“There’s a number of events 
that happen around this and 
we’d like to figure out how can 
we help build a bigger cohort,” 
said Ferguson. “We want to look 


at Edmonton nationally as a veiy 
progressive city, veiy engaged 
and that’s all part of what we 
want to do.” 

Deborah Gordon, who owns 
Shakti Yoga House, says before 
they figure out the why, there 
needs to be regulation applied 
to the local market. Gordon’s 
studio is helping out students 
of Hot Yoga Wellness Edmonton 
— which recently shut down 
due to “financial hardship” ac¬ 
cording to their website — by 
honouring the other studio’s 
passes in hopes of showing trad¬ 
itional yoga teaching. 

“Yoga is one big thing, but 
studio owners are trying to dif¬ 
ferentiate themselves. Every¬ 
body is screaming, saying, ‘It’s 
a yoga evolution,’ and I’m on 
the other side saying, ‘No, it’s 
a yoga revolution.’” 

It’s all part of a bigger plan 
that Gordon and eight other 
instructors are currently under¬ 
taking to return yoga back to 
its roots and produce quality 
over quantity. 

“It’s the responsibility of our 
community. We used to have 
an inclusive community, now 
everyone is starving,” she said.

A grim drawing, an upsetting 
journal entry, or an unusual 
interest in fire are just some 
of the warning signs that 
staff will be looking for as 
part of a city-wide initiative 
to prevent potential school 
tragedies. 

The Community Threat Re¬ 
sponse and Intervention Sup¬ 


port Protocol has been two 
years in the making. 

It partners law enforce¬ 
ment, support agencies and 
Edmonton school boards to 
create a set of guidelines that 
school staff can follow if they 
see worrisome behavior from 
students. 

On Monday, the protocol, 
known as C-TRISP, became 
official. 

“It’s a preventative way of 
working with students who 
may be at risk, who may 


present with some threats 
or anything of that nature,” 
said Lucille Charrois, district 
principal at Edmonton Cath¬ 
olic Schools. 

“We want to be able to be 
preventative. We want to see 


what is happening before it 
actually happens,” she said. 
“It will be much easier for us 
to get to the person that we 
need to.” 

The concept is simple: if 
staff suspect a potentially a 


dangerous situation in a city 
school, they work with the 
group’s partnering organiza¬ 
tions to share information 
and respond accordingly. 

Information that would 
have previously been off-lim¬ 
its will now move between or¬ 
ganizations, including Alberta 
Health Services, Alberta Law 
Enforcement Response Team, 
RCMP and Edmonton police, 
to ensure the best response 
steps are taken. 

Before Monday, Charrois 


said the school board worked 
with police when they sus¬ 
pected a threat but were lim¬ 
ited with the information they 
could share and receive from 
other agencies. 

Mayor Don Iveson called 
the new response a “sophis¬ 
ticated” protocol to help pre¬ 
vent potential threats and 
keep the city’s students safe. 

“I think this is increasing¬ 
ly what sophisticated com¬ 
munities with sophisticated 
threats need,” he said.

It started out as a stomach 
ache. 

A little more than 10 hours 
later, and 35,000 feet up in the 
air, Ada Guan gave birth to a 
baby she wasn’t expecting. 

The 23-year-old was on a 
flight from Calgaiy to Tokyo 
with her boyfriend of near¬ 
ly nine months, Wes Branch. 
She’d been sick throughout, 
and the pain was getting worse. 

Branch recalled holding his 
partner’s hand as she breathed 
through waves of agony. 

“All of the sudden she said, 
‘Something just slipped out 
of me. I think it was a baby. I 
think it’s dead,”’ Branch said, 
recalling the sunken feeling in 
the pit of his stomach. 

Then he heard the youngster 
belt out its first ciy. 

“I passed right out,” he said, 
reached in Japan by phone 
Tuesday. “I hit the floor super 
quick.” 

Their plane, Air Canada 
Flight AC009, was awarded a 
priority landing at Narita air¬ 
port in Japan. Images of the 
two gripping their little girl, 
who they’ve named Chloe, 


were making the rounds 
through international media 
outlets on Monday. 

“It’s a little overwhelming,” 
Branch said. “We didn’t plan 
this. We always use protection. 
But I’m going to do everything 
I can to take care of my family.” 

Just weeks prior, Guan, who 
was originally from Calgary 
but recently moved to Victoria 
to be with Branch, had taken 
a pregnancy test and it came 
back negative. She maintains 
she had no idea that she was 


carrying someone else on board 
the Air Canada flight. 

In a tweet, the airline de¬ 
clared “Happy #Mothersday! 
We wish mother and daughter 
well as they arrived in Tokyo 
safe and sound on AC009 to- 
day.” 

Branch was pressed for time 
when reached early Tuesday in 
Japan. But when asked how 
his new family was faring in 
the care of hospital workers in 
Japan, he said, “They’re health¬ 
ier than ever.”

Monofins banned in city pools

Edmontonians won’t get to 
experience an “under the sea” 
moment — at least not at a 
public pool — now that the 
city has banned increasingly 
popular mermaid fins at all 
public facilities. 

Aquatic strategies supervisor 
Rob Campbell said the city 
made the decision to ban the 
toy after nearly two months 
of researching potential prob¬ 
lems. 

“We started hearing ru¬ 
mours of them about three 
months ago,” he said. 

The fins, constructed from 
fabric that goes over both legs 
and ends in a wide fin, were 
deemed a safety risk because 
they restrict a swimmer’s abil¬ 
ity to move their legs separ-

ately. 

“An inability for a swimmer 
to support themselves in the 
water can make it dangerous, 
as they may grab onto another 
swimmer near them for assist¬ 
ance,” Campbell said, adding 
another concern is the target 
market for the mermaid fins. 

“It targets kids around the 
ages of eight to 12, and they 
tend to not be the strongest 


swimmers. 

A third issue identified is 
that the toy encourages swim¬ 
mers to hold their breath and 
swim underwater. 

“The type of swimming 
involved using the tail is 
underwater, like the fiction¬ 
al mermaid, and this type of 
swimming promotes breath¬ 
holding, which can result in 
blackouts,” Campbell said.

ATV drivers, campers urged not 
to spark wildfires in dry areas 


Kateryna and Anatoliy 
from Edmonton 
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Alberta is urging campers and 
drivers of off-highway vehicles 
to be extra careful not to spark 
wildfires on the upcoming Vic¬ 
toria Day long weekend. 

The fire risk in much of the 
baclccountry already ranges 
from moderate to high due to 
diy conditions, wind and rising 
temperatures. 

Janelle Lane, an Alberta 
Environment spokeswoman, 
said the risk could get worse if 
weather forecasts hold. 

“In places where the grass is 


diy and brown and dead — it 
hasn’t turned green yet — there 
is a high wildfire hazard there,” 
she said Monday. 

“If we don’t get some mois¬ 
ture and rain, we will be going 
into the May long weekend at 
a veiy high wildfire hazard.” 

Lane said ATV drivers should 
check their vehicles for build¬ 
ups of grass and other debris 
that could catch fire. 

“Especially with the diy grass 
conditions we have now, that 
is the perfect storm for an off- 


highway vehicle wildfire to 
start.” 

Lane said with no lightning 
at this time of year, the other 
main wildfire risk is unattend¬ 
ed or improperly extinguished 
camp fires. 

The province plans to have 
about 500 firefighters on 
standby this weekend along 
with a fleet of helicopters.

Green Party Leader Elizabeth 
May finds herself in interesting 
company as one of the revellers 
over the years whose remarks 
have grabbed headlines.

cabinet.”

A Toronto Evening Star stoiy 
recounts how in the 1880s the 
former mayor of Ottawa Charles 
Mackintosh, once the gallery 
president, showed up in full 
regalia, including a ceremonial

Vickers recalls 
anguish he felt 
after killing 
Zehaf Bibeau 

Just days after the attack on 
Parliament Hill, former ser¬ 
geant-at-arms Kevin Vickers 
remembered the gunman not 
for his evil but for his innate 
human dignity. 

“With my grandchildren in my 
arms, I said a prayer for Michael,” 
he told the crowd of graduating 
students at Mount Allison Uni¬ 
versity on Monday after receiving 
an honoraiy degree. 


Vickers became an inter¬ 
national hero after shooting and 
killing the gunman, Michael Ze¬ 
haf Bibeau, but he told the stu¬ 
dents of the anguish he felt over 
taking a life. 

Vickers, who is now the am¬ 
bassador to Ireland, recounted 
how he came face-to-face with 
Zehaf Bibeau after the gunman 
had shot and killed Cpl. Nathan 
Cirillo and rampaged through 
the halls of Parliament. 

He said Zehaf Bibeau’s gun 
was so close to him, he thought 
he could just snatch it out of his 
hand — but Zehaf Bibeau fired. 

Vickers, who had served in 
the RCMP for almost 30 years, 
reacted instinctively, diving to 
the floor and firing his own hand- 
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That day was a blur 
to me.... It was the 
loneliest moment 
of my life.

gun, killing Zehaf Bibeau. 

“I bumped up against a mo¬ 
ment in histoiy,” he said. 

But Vickers said that getting 
to that moment took more than 
half a centuiy. 

Growing up in what is now 
Miramichi, New Brunswick, Vick¬ 
ers felt called to the RCMP when 


he was in Grade 2. 

“One day... I saw three mem¬ 
bers of the RCMP coming out of 
the courthouse with their red 
surge. And I knew exactly what 
I was going to do with my life,” 
he said. 

On the force, Vickers helped 
obtain 17 murder confessions. 
He attributed his success to his 
father, who taught him to respect 
all people, no matter their sins. 

Although Vickers said he had 
only ever imagined himself as 
a police officer, he joined the 
security force at the House of 
Commons in 2005 after he saw 
the role the Hill played in the 
lives of not just parliamentar¬ 
ians, but eveiyday Canadians.

Five Eyes allies 
held meeting 
in Ottawa 

Canada has formed an inter¬ 
national working group with 
its Five Eyes intelligence allies 
in an attempt to combat the 
cross-border threats posed by 
cyberbullying, Justice Min¬ 
ister Peter MacKay revealed 
Monday. 

MacKay said Canada hosted 
a meeting of the Five Eyes in¬ 
telligence-sharing community 
— which includes the United 
States, Britain, Australia and 
New Zealand — in the last 
two weeks. 

The minister said a working 
group has been established 
that will produce a report on 
how to combat threats posed 
by international online preda¬ 
tors who target young people. 


“We just recently hosted, 
in the last 10 days, a meet¬ 
ing here in Ottawa specific 
to that question of how we 
do a better job of sharing our 
efforts, sharing our informa¬ 
tion,” MacKay said. 

“The working group is from 
the Five Eyes.” 

Canada’s new cyberbully¬ 
ing law went on the books 
late last year, giving police 
more online surveillance pow¬ 
ers. MacKay said more needs 
to be done to deal with the 
fact that online predators can 
strike at young people from 
foreign countries. 

MacKay said Canada’s rep¬ 
resentation on the Five Eyes 
working group includes sever¬ 
al Justice department experts 
“who are very proficient in 
the area of online criminal¬ 
ity” and who were integral 
in the drafting of the recent 
cyberbullying bill.

ISIL threat real, but 
exaggerated: Report 


An independent report on 
Canada’s war against the Is¬ 
lamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL) says the extrem¬ 
ist threat is real, but perhaps 
exaggerated, while the Harper 
government ignores other 
important political concerns. 

An analysis by the Can¬ 
adian Defence and Foreign 
Affairs Institute released Mon¬ 
day says the violence being 
meted out by extremists is 
just the latest expression of 
Sunni alienation in Iraq and 
is rooted in a philosophy to 
which few Canadians can 
relate. 

“The threat to homeland 
security, first, is real, but it 
should not be overstated,” 
said Thomas Juneau, an assist¬ 
ant professor at the Graduate 
School of Public and Inter¬ 
national Affairs at the Uni¬ 
versity of Ottawa. 

Canada’s endorsement of 
airstrilces and the training of 
local security forces will not 
be enough to defeat the Islam¬ 
ic State, and a more long-term 
vision needs to be developed, 
he added. 

“Ottawa has not clearly 
articulated its views on a 


long-term strategy to defeat 
(Islamic State), though offi¬ 
cials have made a number of 
statements suggesting that 
Canada broadly endorses the 
U.S. strategy,” the report said. 

“Canada has endorsed the 
premise that airstrilces will 
not be sufficient to defeat 
(Islamic State), but are ne¬ 
cessary as a first and critical 
phase to stop its expansion 
and weaken it.” 

The Harper government has 
not been clear about its policy 
towards reconciliation of the 
Shiite and Sunni Muslim sects 
in Iraq and has little influ¬ 
ence in Baghdad without an 
embassy there, Juneau wrote. 

“Ottawa has certainly 
issued statements in this dir¬ 
ection” towards reconcilia¬ 
tion, said the report. “Yet its 
actions — notably its diplo¬ 
matic absence from Baghdad 
and its relative disengage¬ 
ment from Syria, where it 
does not recognize the op¬ 
position — suggest a certain 
passivity towards the critical 
importance of achieving long¬ 
term political solutions, de¬ 
spite its rhetorical support.”

A controversial report suggests 
many details of the death of al- 
Qaida leader Osama bin Laden 
were actually fabricated by the 
U.S. government. It’s written by a 
legendary journalist who exposed 
atrocities during the Vietnam 
War and revealed prisoner abuse 
after the 2003 invasion of Iraq. 

But this time Seymour Hersh 
got it wrong, his critics say. 

“I can tell you that the Obama 
White House is not the only one 
to observe that the stoiy is rid¬ 
dled with inaccuracies and out¬ 
right falsehoods,” said White 
House spokesman Josh Earnest. 

The 10,000-word piece wasn’t 
published in The New Yorker, the 
best-known venue for Hersh’s 
exposes, but appeared over the 
weekend on the website for the 
London Review of Books. 

According to the piece, The 
Killing of Osama bin Laden, the 
real stoiy involves a deal between 
the U.S. and Pakistan to quietly 
kill bin Laden and then claim a 
few days later that he’d died in 
a drone strike in Afghanistan. 

But the deal fell apart, it 
said, when one of the helicop¬ 
ters crashed during the mission. 
Hersh said the Obama admin¬ 
istration, much to the horror 


of the Pakistani government, 
improvised an explanation of 
what happened on May 2,2011. 

Those allegedly false details 
include: The courier whose move 
ments led the CIA to the terror¬ 
ist’s compound. The vaccination 
doctor who collected bin Laden’s 
DNA to help confirm the iden¬ 
tity of the body. The clandestine 
flight into Pakistan. The burial 
of bin Laden’s body at sea. The 
firefight at the compound. The 
Pakistani anger at the violation 
of its airspace. 

Hersh had as his main source 
a retired U.S. intelligence official 
he described as being “know¬ 
ledgeable about the initial in¬ 
telligence.” 

The truth, according to Hersh, 
was that bin Laden had been a 
Pakistani prisoner since 2006. 
The terrorist leader was sickly 
and barely mobile. Word of his 
location leaked to the U.S. from 
Pakistani informants, and once 
caught, Pakistan grudgingly par¬ 
ticipated in the raid. The oper¬ 
ation was more like an execu¬ 
tion, not a firefight. He said the 
compound was unprotected and 
did not contain valuable counter¬ 
terrorism evidence as claimed 
by the U.S. the associated press

6,000 

Bangladeshi, 
Rohingya still 
stranded at sea 

Hundreds of migrants aban¬ 
doned at sea by smugglers in 
Southeast Asia have reached 
land and relative safety in the 
past two days, but an estimated 
6,000 Bangladeshis and Roh¬ 
ingya Muslims from Myanmar 
remain trapped in crowded, 
wooden boats, migrant officials 
and activists said Monday. With 
food and clean water running 
low, some could be in grave 
danger. 

Worried that vessels will start 


washing to shore with dead bod¬ 
ies, the UN High Commissioner 
for Refugees, the United States 
and several other foreign gov¬ 
ernments and international or¬ 
ganizations held emergency 
meetings in recent days, but 
participants say there are no 
immediate plans to search for 
vessels in the busy Malacca Strait 
waterways. 

One of the problems was 
determining what to do with 
the Rohingya if a rescue was 
launched, participants said on 
condition they not be named. 

Seven boats were rescued 
Sunday after human traffick¬ 
ers abandoned the ships and 
left passengers to fend for them¬ 
selves, officials said. Nearly 600 
migrants were brought to shore 
in western Indonesia and just 


over a thousand others to Ma¬ 
laysia’s Langlcawi island. 

The Rohingya, who are Mus¬ 
lim, have for decades suffered 
from state-sanctioned discrimin¬ 
ation in Buddhist-majority My¬ 
anmar, which considers them 
illegal settlers from Bangladesh 
even though many of their fam¬ 
ilies arrived generations ago. 

Attacks on members of the 
religious minority, numbering 
at around 1.3 million, have in 
the last three years left up to 280 
people dead and forced 140,000 
others from their homes. They 
now live under apartheid-lilce 
conditions in crowded camps 
just outside the Ralchine state 
capital, Sittwe, where they 
have little access to school or 
adequate health care. 

The conditions at home — 


and lack of job opportunities — 
have sparked one of the biggest 
exoduses of boat people since 
the Vietnam War. 

Rohingya packing into ships 
in the Bay of Bengal have been 
joined in growing numbers by 
Bangladeshis fleeing poverty 
and hoping to find a better life 
elsewhere.

U.K. Prime Minister David 
Cameron’s Conservatives may 
have won the British election 
and ushered their coalition 
partner out the door, but that 
doesn’t mean it’s all smooth 
sailing for his government 
for the next 
five years. 

With influ¬ 
ential Euros¬ 
keptics clam¬ 
ouring in his 
own party and 
a slim majority 
in Parliament, 

Cameron will 
have a hard 
time tackling the big head¬ 
aches looming over his second 
term: Britain’s membership in 
the 28-nation European Union 
and the growing movement 
for Scottish independence. 

“He would like to be seen 
as leading a governing party 
which is united on a core 
issue at the centre of the polit¬ 
ical debate, but that’s unlikely 
to happen,” said Colin Hay, a 
British politics professor at 
the Paris Institute of Polit¬ 
ical Studies. “It’s going to be 
really tough.” 


Cameron’s Conservatives 
won an unexpected majority 
in last week’s election, en¬ 
suring that he returns to 10 
Downing Street with enough 
power to govern alone. 

His first term saw Cam¬ 
eron sharing power with the 
centrist Liberal Democrats, 
who held key positions in a 
sometimes-awkward coalition 
government. 

Within hours of declaring 
victory Friday, Cameron re-ap¬ 
pointed his four highest-rank¬ 
ing ministers — those head¬ 
ing defence, 
the Treasury, 
home and for¬ 
eign affairs — 
to their previ¬ 
ous posts. 

No signifi¬ 
cant surprises 
are expected 
when the rest 
of the new, all- 
Tory Cabinet is unveiled this 
week. 

The Conservatives now 
have a tiny majority — hold¬ 
ing just over half of the House 
of Commons’ 650 seats — 
meaning that a dozen defiant 
Tories could potentially derail 
important policies. 

Without their Lib Dem co¬ 
alition partners, the Conserva¬ 
tives face a return of the un¬ 
pleasant nickname they’ve 
long tried to shake: “The 
Nasty Party.”

Spy agency under lire over U.S. co-operation 


Germany’s top security official 
denied any wrongdoing after 
appearing Thursday before a 
parliamentaiy committee over 
allegations that the country’s 
spy agency acted against national 
interests in its co-operation with 
U.S. counterparts. 

The government has faced 
scrutiny over what the chan¬ 
cellery knew, and when, of the 
Federal Intelligence Service’s ac¬ 
tivities since a report last month 
suggested it may have helped the 


U.S. spy on European companies 
and officials as long ago as 2008. 
It issued a tightlipped statement 
acknowledging “shortcomings” 
at the agency, known by its Ger¬ 
man acronym BND. 

The agency is overseen by the 
chancellor’s chief of staff — a 
post current Interior Minister 
Thomas de Maiziere held from 
2005 to 2009. De Maiziere and 
incumbent Peter Altmaier both 
were to testify behind closed 
doors Wednesday to the parlia¬ 


mentaiy panel overseeing intel¬ 
ligence services. 

German weekly Der Spiegel 
has reported that the BND for 
years monitored telecoms traf¬ 
fic using filters provided by the 
U.S. National Security Agency, 
and that by 2008 German intel¬ 
ligence agents discovered that 
some of the filters — known as 
selectors — related to European 
arms companies and French au¬ 
thorities. 

De Maiziere told reporters 


after his testimony that he didn’t 
hear anything in 2008 of “search 
terms from the U.S. side, select¬ 
ors or similar for the purpose 
of economic espionage in Ger¬ 
many.” He said there was no 
talk of company names either. 

The latest affair has raised 
awkward questions for German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel, who 
said following reports in 2013 
that the NSA snooped on her cell¬ 
phone that spying on friends is 
unacceptable, the associated press

Process murky, 
corruption 
rampant after 
2010 quake 

Anne-Marie Saintou walks with 
a megaphone along the dusty 
lanes of a Haitian fishing vil¬ 
lage, imploring people not to 
make the same mistake she did. 

“Ladies, say ‘no!’” she shouts. 
“We will not give away our chil¬ 
dren anymore." 

Saintou is part of a public 
awareness campaign that re¬ 
flects a growing disenchantment 
with international adoption in 
Haiti. Women are going out daily 
to warn poor Haitians about 
recruiters for orphanages who 


roam the countiyside offering 
money, or false promises, to 
desperate parents struggling to 
raise children in the Western 
Hemisphere’s most impover¬ 
ished countiy. 

She speaks from bitter per¬ 
sonal experience. 

The 42-year-old, walking the 
unpaved streets in a long skirt 
and blouse with two compan¬ 
ions, said she placed her three- 
year-old daughter, Mikerline, up 
for adoption 12 years go with 
the understanding that the 
child would get an education 
and come back. She received 
photos and a letter but lost con¬ 
tact after three years. “I never 
heard from her again.” 

An overhaul of the child-wel¬ 
fare system is drawing wide 
praise for addressing serious 
flaws. Some were exposed in 


the chaotic aftermath of the 
devastating January 2010 earth¬ 
quake, and others by accounts 
from people like Saintou, vic¬ 
timized by spotty regulation 
in a countiy that has become a 
favoured choice for Americans 
seeking a child. 


The Haitian government, 
through its Institute of Social 
Well-Being and Research, has 
prohibited private adoptions, 
restricted the number of foreign 
adoption agencies accredited to 
work in the countiy and set a 
quota that limits the number 


of children who can be adopted 
internationally per year. It also 
imposed regulations aimed at 
addressing long-standing com¬ 
plaints that Haitian parents were 
too often pressured or manipu¬ 
lated into giving up children for 
adoption without fully under-

standing the ramifications. 

Experts in child welfare say 
the changes, which went into 
full effect as of April 1, 2014, 
when Haiti became a signatoiy 
to the Hague Convention on 
International Adoption, have 
gone a long way to cleaning up 
a murky and corruption-prone 
process. 

Since the earthquake, which 
killed more than 300,000 people 
according to the official esti¬ 
mate, the government has 
worked with UNICEF to rewrite 
the adoption code and bolster so¬ 
cial services in a countiy where 
60 per cent of the population 
gets by on less than $2 a day. 
The government has also closed 
about 40 substandard orphan¬ 
ages and added regulations to 
Emit opportunities for corrup¬ 
tion within the system. 
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It has been too easy to adopt 
children internationally here 
and in some countries of Africa.

Girl found after name mix-up 


Authorities may have located 
a girl taken by her father from 
Houston to Mexico eight years 
ago in a cross-border custody 
case that exploded into inter¬ 
national headlines recently in 
a case of mistaken identity, 
an official said Monday. 

The girl presented herself 
at a court building accom¬ 
panied by three relatives and 
identified herself as Alondra 
Diaz, a court official in the 
southwestern state of Mi- 
choacan told The Associated 
Press. 


The official, who was not 
authorized to be quoted by 
name and spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity, said the 
court was evaluating the girl’s 
paperwork and identity docu¬ 
ments. 

The whereabouts of 
Alondra Diaz, who turns 13 
this year, have been unknown 
since 2007, when her father 
allegedly took her to Mexico 
without her mother’s consent. 

In April, a judge errone¬ 
ously sent another girl named 
Alondra to be reunited with 


Houston resident Dorotea Gar¬ 
cia, who was convinced she 
was her long-lost daughter. 

Days later, DNA testing 
in the United States proved 
that Alondra Luna was not 
Garcia’s daughter, and she 
was returned to her family 
in Guanajuato, Mexico. The 
girl and her family had asked 
for a DNA examination be¬ 
fore she was sent to Texas, 
but the judge said that was 
not within her authority and 
declined to order the test, the

Child should abort: experts 


Paraguay’s government has 
failed to protect a 10-year-old 
rape victim who is being denied 
an abortion, United Nations 
human rights experts said on 
Monday. 

In a statement released in 
Geneva, the four experts said 
Paraguay has refused to pro¬ 
vide treatment to save the life 
of the girl, who is five months 
pregnant, “including safe and 
therapeutic abortion in a timely 
manner.” 

The case has set off a nation¬ 
al debate in Paraguay where 
abortion is banned in all cases 


— even rape — except when 
the mother’s life is in danger. 

“The Paraguayan authorities’ 
decision results in grave viola¬ 
tions of the rights to life, to 
health and to the physical and 
mental integrity of the girl as 
well as her right to education, 
jeopardizing her economic and 
social opportunities,” the ex¬ 
perts said. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion says such child pregnancies 
can be dangerous, potentially 
leading to complications and 
death. 

The girl’s stepfather, who is 


accused of raping her, was ar¬ 
rested over the weekend and 
placed in isolation to prevent 
other inmates from attacking 
him. The girl’s mother is be¬ 
ing held at a female prison for 
neglecting to take care of her 
daughter. 

Amnesty International has 
asked authorities to allow an 
abortion to protect the girl. 

Health Minister Antonio Bar¬ 
rios has responded that she is 
in good health at a Red Cross 
hospital and that the pregnancy, 
at five months, is too advanced.

FEDERAL BUDGET 

Protections 
put forward 
fall woefully 
short, MP says 

Measures announced in last 
month’s budget to protect un¬ 
paid interns have turned out to 
be far less potent than adver¬ 
tised, New Democrats charge. 

Details of the measures 
were spelled out in an omni¬ 
bus budget implementation bill 
tabled last Friday and NDP MP 
Andrew Cash said he was dis¬ 
appointed to find the Harper 
government is doing nothing 
to protect interns from sex¬ 
ual harassment, being forced 
to work unlimited hours or 
being otherwise exploited as 
unpaid labour. 

Cash had co-sponsored a 
private member’s bill, which 
was subsequently defeated, 
that would have given unpaid 
interns the same protections 


as other workers in federally 
regulated industries, such as 
television, telecommunications 
and financial institutions. 

The government is propos¬ 
ing to amend the labour code 
to include occupational health 
and safety protection for un¬ 
paid interns, such as the right 
to refuse to do unsafe work. It 
also proposes to require em¬ 
ployers to keep records of the 
number of hours worked by 
interns and to limit full-time 
internships to four months in 
duration, although Cash said 
nothing prevents them from 
being renewed. 

While that’s “a step for¬ 
ward,” Cash said the govern¬ 
ment is doing nothing to en¬ 
sure provisions on workplace 
standards apply to interns — 
the provisions that provide 
protection from harassment, 
long hours with no days off 
and other exploitation. 

Nor, he discovered, is the 
government requiring unpaid 
internships to be managed by 
educational institutions. That’s

a measure he had included in

Mini Frappuccinos 
soothe vent guilt 


If a small Frappuccino seems 
like too much of an indul¬ 
gence, Starbucks is now sell¬ 
ing a more petite version of 
the sugaiy coffee drink. 

The Seattle-based 
coffee chain says A 
it will start sell¬ 
ing a Mini 
Frappuc¬ 
cino start¬ 
ing Monday 
through July 6. 

The new size is 
just 10 ounces, 
compared with 
12 ounces for 
the company’s 
“tall” or small 
size. 

Starbucks 
isn’t the only 
chain trying to 
tempt people 
with more mod¬ 
est serving siz¬ 
es. Sonic offers 
ice cream shakes in a “mini” 
size and recently ran a limited¬ 
time offer for mini hot dogs 
and mini fried chicken sand¬ 
wiches. Coke has also been 
playing up its mini cans, which 
are 7.5 ounces, compared with 
12 ounces for a regular can. 

Katie Seawell, senior vice- 
president of category brand 



management at Starbucks, said 
the Mini Frappuccino helped 
lift overall store sales in the 
select regions where it was 
tested last year. Without pro¬ 
viding specifics, she said it 
attracted new customers 
and got existing custom¬ 
ers to come back more 
frequently. 

Seawell de¬ 
clined to say 
whether Starbucks 
plans to make the 
“mini” a permanent 
offering. 

The calories in a 
Mini Frappuccino 
vary depending on 
the flavour. 

For the regular cof¬ 
fee with no whipped 
cream, Starbucks says 
it’ll have 120 calories 
and 24 grams of sug¬ 
ar. That’s compared 
with 180 calories and 
36 grams of sugar for a small 
(tall) and 240 calories and 50 
grams of sugar for a medium 
(grande). A large (venti) Frap¬ 
puccino has 350 calories and 
69 grams of sugar. 

Starbucks says the “mini” 
should cost about 20 to 30 
cents US less than a small.

Google cars had n accidents 


Google Inc. revealed Monday 
that its self-driving cars have 
been in 11 minor traffic ac¬ 
cidents since it began experi¬ 
menting with the technology 
six years ago. 

The company released the 
number after The Associated 
Press reported that Google had 
notified California of three 
collisions involving its self¬ 
driving cars since September, 
when reporting all accidents 
became a legal requirement 
as part of the permits for the 
tests on public roads. 

The director of Google’s self¬ 
driving car project wrote in a

web post that all 11 accidents 
were minor — “light damage, 
no injuries” — and happened 
over 2.8 million kilometres 
of testing, including nearly 
1.6 million kilometres in self¬ 
driving mode. 


“Not once was the self-driv¬ 
ing car the cause of the acci¬ 
dent,” wrote Google’s Chris 
Urmson. 

Like Delphi Automotive, a 
parts supplier which suffered 
an accident in October with 
one of its two test cars, Google 
says it was not at fault. 

Google has not made public 
any records. 

This lack of transparency 
troubles critics who want the 
public to be able to monitor the 
rollout of a technology that its 
own developers acknowledge 
remains imperfect.

Mortgage lenders getting creative 


Online comparison shopping 
is changing everything from 
how we buy a new television 
set to how we select a mortgage, 
and it’s causing some mortgage 
lenders to get creative in order 
to compete. 

“Lenders are stripping away 
features of mortgages to get their 
rates lower,” says Steve Piplcey, 
co-founder of Spin Mortgage. 

Consumers have always been 
keen on scoring a low mortgage 


rate, but the ease with which 
they can comparison shop via 
their computers, smartphones 
and tablets has created an even 
greater fixation on the headline 
number, above all else. 

Brokers say the push for low 
rates is not a bad thing, but it 
has led to some confusion. While 
mortgage contracts used to be 
fairly standardized, many of 
them now contain various con¬ 
ditions and clauses, and in some 


cases it’s hard for consumers to 
decipher the difference between 
various products. 

In some instances, in ex¬ 
change for a lower rate, lend¬ 
ers are adding steeper penalties 
for paying off a mortgage early. 
By chasing those five extra basis 
points, buyers put themselves at 
risk of having to pay thousands 
more in penalties later on down 
the road, says Piplcey. 
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Should interns get 
the same rights 
as employees? 


NO: Make it easy for employers to offer opportunities 

In the 2015 federal budget, the government promised to 
clarify the legality of unpaid internships in federally regulat¬ 
ed industries. Last week's budget implementation bill states 
that workers must be paid unless the job is part of a school 
program. But there are exceptions. Interns needn't be paid at 
least minimum wage if the job is supervised, lasts less than 
four months, primarily benefits the intern (not the employer) 
and is neither a replacement for a paid position nor a condi¬ 
tion of a job offer. Supporters say this system will allow em¬ 
ployers to easily offer learning opportunities without worrying 
about running afoul of the law. Many young people entering 
competitive fields want the right to volunteer their time to 
gain experience and contacts that will open future doors. 


YES: Interns deserve the same protections as workers 

The proposed internship regulations don't go far enough, 
says NDP MP Andrew Cash. He argues the provisions do 
nothing to make sure all workplace standards apply to 
interns, including protection from sexual harassment and 
unreasonably long work hours with no days off. Cash's 
intern-protection bill, which was defeated last month, re¬ 
quired all internships be managed by educational insti¬ 
tutions. He says that's the only way to make internships 
provide practical experience, rather than just furnish¬ 
ing companies with an endless supply of free entry-level 
labour. And as anyone who has juggled an internship with 
a paid job can tell you, the benefits of unpaid experience 
primarily go to those who can afford to work for free.

“Our premier is cooler than 
your premier,” one of my 
friends announced above the 
image that’s going around 
online of Rachel Notley and 
her bicycle. 

The photo was taken by 
Leroy Schultz in May 2013, 
but he reposted it in honour 
of her victoiy in the election 
last week. The photo struck a 
chord. 

Here’s a confession: when 
I find out a politician is a cyc¬ 
list, he or she basically has my 
vote. Sure, I don’t completely 
dispose of my critical faculties, 
but I do think my premier 
is cool (in part) because she 
cycles. 

I’m not alone. Fellow cyc¬ 
ling commuters on Twitter 
joked that Notley was elected 
by the “bike lobby,” and that 


knowing she commutes by 
bicycle was reason enough to 
vote for her. But why? 

I talked with my friend Tim 
about this. Tim and I used to 
ski together, and our sons are 
the same age, but a large part 
of the reason we’re friends is 
because he used to ride past 
my house eveiy day en route 
to his job. Sometimes my kids 
and I would ride for part of 
the way to school with him. 

Tim suggested that the 
weird power transportation 
has to form bonds between 
people is mostly a lifestyle 
thing. I don’t completely 
disagree. One of my friends 
drives a Sprinter van. Watch 
what happens, sometime, 
when two Sprinter vans park 
beside each other. They just 
have to talk to each other and 
acknowledge each other. 

Then there’s the time that I 
was driving my sister’s ancient 
green Suzuki Esteem down 
Argyll (yes, I do drive some¬ 
times). I found myself behind 


someone in the identical, 
decrepit ride. I immediately 
conjured a stoiy about how 
the driver must be a single 
mother, just like me, who 
only used her car to take her 
kids to skiing in the winter. 
Naturally, her house was a bit 
of a mess and she loved the 
arts. Turned out it was an old 
guy. Nothing in common. 

Bike commuting feels like a 
more accurate gauge of a per¬ 
son, and it extends to political 
figures. I admit that I helped 
out, in a small way, with 
David Shepherd’s Edmonton 
Centre campaign entirely be¬ 
cause he put out a call for a bi¬ 
cycle courier on election day. 

Shepherd is a longtime 
commuter cyclist and gestures 
like his — being serious about 
solving a problem with bikes 
instead of cars — shows a 
commitment to a long list of 
things I value. Liveable cities. 
Bicycle infrastructure that 
works for everyone. Reducing 
our ecological footprint. 


Cycling is a lifestyle, but it’s 
also how we enact a radical 
and positive attitude about 
how cities and our cityscape 
should exist. 

Also, in a way that cars 
don’t, riding a bicycle puts a 
politician into the commun¬ 
ity. It’s hard to ignore your 
constituents when you’re face- 
to-face. 

But it also shows that you’re 
on equal footing. My friend 
Tina, when I asked what she 
thought of politicians and bi¬ 
cycles, said she felt they were 
“humble” and “had their feet 
on the ground.” 

In the photo of Notley 
that I like so much, it’s also 
literally true: her one foot is 
firmly planted. The other is, 
of course, on her pedal, ready 
to roll.

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It sounds obvious, but 
feels wrong: Murder is 
part of being human 



There is no simple answer to 
why people kill. 

We often hear stories 
of slayings out of jealousy, 
revenge or anger — feelings 
we all have, and yet only 452 
Canadians were accused of 
murder in 2013. 

And though we fear stran¬ 
gers, nine in 10 murders occur 
between people who know 
each other. One-third happen 
within a family. When it comes 
to who is capable of killing, ac¬ 
cording to experts, the answer 
is all of us, depending on the 
situation. 

Randy Janzen did not ap¬ 
pear, to those who knew him, 
as a murderer. 

And yet he's suspected in 
a triple homicide in B.C. last 
week. In a Facebook post, 
Janzen wrote that he shot his 
daughter in the head to cure 
her of her torturous migraines 
and then killed his wife and sis¬ 
ter to spare them the pain of 
that act. He then killed himself, 
according to reports. 

It appears from the scant 
information available that 
mental illness may have 
played a role in Janzen's ac¬ 
tions, said Alasdair Goodwill, 
a psychologist and director 
of the Criminal Investigative 
Research and Analysis Group. 
But many people suffer from 
mental illnesses and do not 
kill. 

Psychologists use complex 
risk assessments to predict 
who might kill, but the analysis 
isn't perfect. 

According to Dr. John 
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Bradford, a forensic psychia¬ 
trist and professor at various 
Canadian universities, killing is 
a matter of "the right circum¬ 
stances."

It sounds obvious, but feels 
wrong: murder, it seems, is 
part of being human. 

The study of homicides is 
full of categories and correla¬ 
tions. There is a subsection 
called familicide, which can 
include an altruistic belief by 
a parent that they are helping 
their children by killing them. 

We know that most serial 
killers are white, Bradford said, 
but we don't know why: it's 
part of the "interesting little 
shades of grey with homicide." 

Even these experts have 
wondered about their own 
ability to kill, something 
Goodwill called an "age-old 
question." 

Bradford, who was once 
conscripted into military ser¬ 
vice, said that though he never 
had to shoot someone: "With 
the peer pressure, I would 
have been able to do it." In 
civilian life, however, he says, 

"I couldn't shoot a bird." 

I have also wondered. But 
like most people, I haven't 
been tested. And I never want 
to find out what I'm capable of.

Big redesign on campus 

Entertainment districts, green roofs and pedestrian-friendly places to hang are just some of 
the ways universities are trying to woo students today megan haynes LIFE@METRONEWS.CA 


The University of Manitoba’s streets 
are empty at night. Students attend 
classes at the Fort Garry campus 
during the day, but clear out shortly 
after, says Rejeanne Dupuis, the 
school’s acting director of campus 
planning. 

In her ideal world, they’d linger. 
She hopes to create a mixed-use, 
pedestrian- and transit-friendly com¬ 
munity, open to students and the 
neighbouring residents on the re¬ 
cently purchased Southwood Golf 
course, adjacent to the Winnipeg- 
based school. In her plan, students 
would get their groceries at the on- 
campus grocery store, where they’d 
mingle with the professors who 
live nearby. They could go clothes 
shopping or see the latest Marvel 
flick in the entertainment district, 
or possibly get a part-time job at 
one of the small businesses set up 
under the residence hall. 

Campus, she says, would be a 
bustling centre 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

The University of Manitoba’s am¬ 
bitious master plan — the docu¬ 
ment meant to inform future de¬ 
velopment — is designed to create 
a community. And it marks a trend 
at schools across the country try¬ 
ing to make their campuses a more 
inviting place in order to woo pro¬ 
spective students, because univer¬ 
sity executives are realizing not all 
learning happens in a classroom. 

“Universities want to attract the 
best and brightest students and 
staff,” says Nicole Taddune, associ¬ 
ate at PFS Studio, who worked on 
the Vancouver-based University of 
British Columbia’s master plan. 

“Being a university student is a 
very important time in your life. 
People want to go somewhere that’s 
inspiring, that they can get attached 
to. (Schools) are starting to see it’s 
not just about buildings, but all 
the spaces in between that tie the 


university together.” 

Courtyards where students can 
hang out or even take classes, farm¬ 
ers’ markets and social activities, 
cafes to study, pedestrian-friendly 
green spaces that are easy on the 
eyes — that all factors in when 
students look for schools now, she 
adds. 

Over at the University of Ottawa, 
creating a student epicentre was a 
key aspect of the new master plan, 
which was unveiled in March. Eric 
Turcotte, principal at Toronto-based 
Urban Strategies, the firm behind 
the plan, points to a new univer¬ 
sity square, which will replace an 
existing parking lot. The square, 
expected to open in the fall, will 
host future convocations, not to 
mention frosh weeks and other so¬ 
cial activities, and is designed to be 
a place students want to hang out. 

University growth has tradition¬ 
ally focused on simply accommo¬ 
dating the influx of new students, 
constructing buildings on an ad 
hoc basis rather than focusing on 
what makes a campus a place that’s 
unified, Turcotte adds. But that’s 
changing. 

Back at the University of Mani¬ 
toba, the proposed community plans 
are still in their early stages, going 
before the university board at the 
end of the year, before going be¬ 
fore the city for approval in 2016. 

Though there are still a number 
of steps before the UofM master 
plan gets approved, Dupuis isn’t 
concerned, having built it off of the 
feedback of thousands of people 
from the school and surrounding 
neighbourhood. 

“It’s about long-term sustain¬ 
ability for the campus,” she says. 

“Ultimately it supports students 
because it’s a good place to be. 
But it’s (also) a community you 
can graduate into and live in other 
stages of your life.”

Now that more and more 
healthcare services are avail¬ 
able at the click of a mouse, 
IMB’s Watson supercomputer 
is taking things one step far¬ 
ther, now bringing its skills 
to an app that matches indi¬ 
viduals to the therapist that’s 
right for them. 

Prospective patients chat 
anonymously in the app called 
Talkspace and reach a network 
of over 200 licensed therapists 
specializing in a variety of 
problems ranging from de¬ 
pression, anxiety and stress 
to relationships and parenting 
struggles. 

For $25 per week, users 
can exchange text messages 
with the therapist with whom 
they’ve been matched, and 
half-hour video chat sessions 
are available for $29. 

The service also includes 
couples therapy. 

In addition to the personal¬ 
ized services, Talkspace also 
offers 141 free forums each 
led by a therapist where users 
can talk anonymously. 

So far, the forum boasts of

Former New England Patriots 
player and convicted murder¬ 
er Aaron Hernandez has been 
charged with tiying to silence 
a witness in a double murder 
case against him by shooting 
him in the face and leaving 
him for dead, prosecutors said 
Monday. 

Hernandez was indicted Fri¬ 
day by a grand jury in Boston 
on a charge of witness intimi¬ 
dation, according to the office 
of Suffolk County District At¬ 
torney Daniel Conley. It’s the 
latest criminal charge against 
the former star tight end, who 
once had a $40-million contract 
with the Patriots. 

Hernandez’s lawyers didn’t 
immediately return a message 
seeking comment on the new 
charge. 

The 25-year-old was convicted 
last month of killing Odin Lloyd, 
who was dating his fiancee’s sis¬ 
ter, in June 2013. He also faces 
two counts of murder in Boston, 
where he is accused of gunning 
down two men in 2012 after one 
caused him to spill his drink at 
a nightclub. 

The latest charge is connected 
to the Boston killings. The Suf¬ 
folk County DA’s office said the 
victim of the intimidation was a 
witness to those killings, which 
happened on July 16, 2012. 

“Hernandez allegedly shot 
him in the face on the morning 
of Feb. 13, 2013, and left him 
to die on the side of the road 
in Riviera Beach, Fla., after the 
witness made a remark about 
the homicides,” the office said 
in a news release. 

The office did not identify 
the witness, but it is clear from 
several other court proceedings 
that it is Hernandez’s former 
friend Alexander Bradley.
